Letters from the Woburn Street School

WILMINGTON - On Friday, November 11th, we celebrate Veterans Day 
and remember the soldiers from every generation who sacrificed much, 
even their own lives, so that each and every citizen in the United States 
of America can live in a free country. In October and November, the chil- 
dren at the Woburn Street School in Wilmington have been expressing 
their appreciation to some of our courageous wounded soldiers by writing 


letters to them. 


Dear Soldier letters have been written by both second and third grade 
classes at the Woburn Street School under the direction of their teachers 
to be delivered in person.to wounded soldiers along with iPods. The let- 
ter writing began with a conversation between a teacher at the Woburn 

_Street School, Kristen Tozza, and Paul Cardello, Chairman of iPods for 


Wounded Veterans. 


Kristen Tozza who teaches second grade class recalls, “Mr. Cardello con- 
tacted me and said that he needed 75 letters written to severely injured 
that many students in my class, I asked a few 

‘Cataldo, Mrs. Cote, and Mrs. Gordon -- to help.” 

Cardello had asked the kids to write their letter with the opposite hand 
they usually use so that they could understand the difficulties a lot of the 
soldiers have to overcome. It gave them a better idea of what it felt like 


_ soldiers. Since I don’t have

“We asked the children to start off their letters by telling the soldiers 


write something about how they understand that the soldiers are protect- 


ing our country so that we are all safe in school. In the letter every child 
wished the soldier would feel better soon, enjoy their new iPod and be 
back with their family soon.” 

Tozza described the actual letter saying, “The cover of the letter was in 
card form. The children decorated it in red, white and blue and used a 
patriotic theme like the 4th of July. We asked the students to draw a pic- 


ture of what a real soldier looked like but weapons could not be in the pic- 


tures and the soldier should look healthy, too. We wanted everything in 
their letters to be very positive.” 

The cards were delivered along with iPods to severely wounded veterans 
at Walter Reed Hospital in Bethesda, Maryland. It was extremely impor- 
tant that they were delivered in person so Edwin Williams, Quartermaster 


of VFW Post 2458 in Billerica and Paul Cardello of Wilmington traveled to 


the hospital. Representative Jim Miceli and his assistant, Nancy Cadigan, 
helped the board members of iPods for Wounded Veterans to get security 
clearances enabling them to meet the soldiers. ’ 

_ After the letters were written and delivered along with the iPods to the 
soldiers, Cardello visited all four classrooms on behalf of the wounded sol- 
diers to thank them for their letters. Cardello brought several gifts of 
appreciation to each class like a poster to hang up on the wall, books on

Brother troubled over early releases

BOSTON - The brother of 
slain Woburn Police officer 
Charles Maguire, retired 
from Woburn District 
Court’s Probation 
Department, was on the air- 
waves over the weekend 
decrying the state’s leader- 
ship on moving to allow even 
more convicted criminals 
back on the streets. 

Officer John “Jack” 
Maguire was killed by a 
released convict, Dominic 
Cinelli of Woburn, in front of 
Kohl’s in East Woburn on 
Washington Street last Dec. 
26. 

A WCVB Challenge Team 
unleashed an investigation 
that revealed a new push on 
Beacon Hill to release some 
of Massachusetts’ most dan- 
gerous criminals even earli- 
er has sparked outrage and 
anger from victims’ families 
and advocates.

dent, said he was troubled 
by Team 5’s investigation 
that found nearly 1,000 of the 
state’s most 
inmates released from 
prison early last year for 
taking classes while behind 
bars. 

Before the killing of Officer 
Maguire Cinelli was 
released by the parole board 
despite three life sentences. 

According to _ parole 
records, said the WCVB 
report, Cinelli took classes 
in public speaking, comput- 


_ers and HIV awareness, 


which the parole board con- 
sidered before cutting him 
loose. For most 
Massachusetts criminals, 
taking classes guarantees 
early release, they said.

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‘Wilmington’s Ist minister, Rev. James Varney 


Stayed less than six years

The ordination of the Rev. 
James Varney on Oct. 24, 
1733 was probably an occa- 
sion of what could be called 
Puritan joy. 

By the terms of the 
Colonial legislature, the 
town of Wilmington had 
three years to establish a 
church, from its incorpora- 
tion on Sept. 25, 1730. 

Rev. Varney’s ordination 
was 37 months from that 
date. The building of the 
church was probably com- 
plete, and now they had an 
ordained clergyman. | 

The amount of money 

-Spent on the ordination was 

lower than that spent in 
other towns. It seems the 
people of Wilmington were 
being prudent. 

Much of the background 
has to be _— guessed. 
Wilmington does not have 
complete records. A review 
of some material may be 
worthwhile. 

Woburn had 312 persons 
who were taxed in 1730. This 
included most of today’s 
Winchester, Shawsheen 
(Burlington) and Goshen (a 
large part of Wilmington). 

‘When Wilmington was 
established in 1730, 43 per- 
sons were living in the area 
that had been called 
Goshen. Soon thereafter, 
another 82 persons separat- 
ed to form the parish in 
Burlington. Woburn seemed 
to be in a financial quandry. 

Woburn owned 2000 acres 
in what is now Lunenberg. 
This land was given to the 
town for the purpose of sup- 
porting the pulpit. But no 
revenue seemed to evolve 
from that place, and in 1735 
the town of Woburn voted to 
sell the land for 3300 pounds 
to Ensign Israel Reed, who 
probably lived in 
Shawsheen. | 

The pound of the Colony of 
Massachusetts was not very 
valuable currency. Inflation 
had wreaked its toll. One 
ounce of silver would buy 28 
shillings, there being 20 
shillings in a pound. A few 
years later; (1745) an ounce 


of silver would buy 45- 


shillings. 

There would soon be a cur- 
rency known as “new tenor,” 
supposedly worth more 
money. The older currency 
then became known as “old 
tenor.” 

It can also be noted that 
Woburn in 1736 paid a 
Province tax of 244 pounds 
15 shilling. What Wilmington 
paid is unknown. 

Politically, Deacon John

A wife or husband is often the 
sole beneficiary of a deceased 
spouse ’s IRA. Even if the first to 
die was over 70 1/2 and had begun 
taking distributions, the inheritor 
is often able to delay distribution 
of the funds until he or’she reach- 
es 70 1/2. (Of course, the funds are 
available immediately, too.) 

If the surviving spouse retitles 
the IRA to his or her own name, or 
even rolls it over to an existing 
IRA, it becomes that person’s 
IRA—to name new beneficiaries 
and to delay distribution until age 
70 1/2. 

If the account stays in the name 
of the deceased spouse, under the 
have to begin taking RMDs by the 
end of the year following the death. 
The survivor could name new 
beneficiaries, but would have to 
continue taking RMDs based on 
his or her single life expectancy in 
the IRS ’s Life Expectancy Tables.

the number one man in 
Wilmington, although both 
Deacon Samuel Walker and 
Deacon Jeams Tompson had 
more experience. Walker 
was a Selectman in Woburn 
for eight years 1720-27 and 
Tompson in 1728. 

The Rev. Mr. Varney was 
born in Boston in 1706 and 
graduated from Harvard in 


_1725. He remained the pas- 


tor of the Wilmington 
church for less than six 
years, when he was dis- 
missed on account of illness 
in April 1739. 

There is nothing in the 
Wilmington records to say 
that he was ill. In a number 
of town meetings, commit- 
tees were appointed to 
“treet” with the Rev. Mr. 
Varney because (apparent- 
ly) there were no sermons 
being delivered from the 
pulpit. This of course could 
have been caused by illness. 
It also might have the result 
of late or non-existant pay. 

He had a “settlement” of 
300 pounds when he accept- 
ed the ministry of the 
church, the money to be 
paid in two years. He was 
also to receive a salary of 
120 pounds a year. 

After several years of a 
partial or total lack of 
preaching, the town meeting 
voted in an annual town 
meeting (March 5, 1738) 
that the Rev. Mr. Varney’s 
salary not be granted, but be 
referred to the next town 
meeting. | 

The next two lines are a 
record of the next town 
meeting, in April. Then 
there is a reversion in anoth- 
er handwriting, to the town 
meeting of March 5. 

“Voted that it is in the 
Townes Mind and that it will 
be Most for the Honour of 
Religion that ye Reverend 
Mr. Varney be dismissed 
from his Ministerial office.” 

“Voted that Mr. Daniel 
Pierce be a Committee man 
and Likewise Mr. William 
Butter be a Committee man 
and Likewise Mr. Joseph 
Lewis by to wait apone the 
Reverend Mr. Varney to 
know his mind and Convey - 
to him the Townes mind and 
make Returne to to Town 
and Likewise to supply the 
Pulpit with preaching in the 
Case that the Rev. Mr. 
Varney Doth nott (??) Good 
to Undertake to Supply the 
Pulpit.” 

In fairness to Mr. Varney, it 
must be noted that the meet- 
ing of March also voted to 
defer the money for the town 
expenses, which would have 
amounted to 30 pounds. The 
only money voted was for 
repair of “hyways,” 25 
pounds, five shillings. 

And on the first day of May 
in that same year, the town 
meeting voted that Deacon 
John Harndin, Jeams 
Tompson, Samuell Walker, 
Daniell Pierce and Capt. 
Kendall Pearson be a com- 
mittee to “waite opone ye 
Reverend Mr. James 
Varney” to Revive 
(receive?) his account of 
what ye Towne is still 
indebted to him, and to 
make Retorne to ye Towne 
thereof.” 

Wilmington was _ having 
financial problems. There is 
no doubt of that. 

In August 1733, the town 
had tried to get back a share 
of the money used for ordi- 
nation of the second minis- 
ter in Woburn. That did not 
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work out very well. 

The 2000 acres’ in 
Lunenberg was another item 
discussed in the Wilmington 
town meeting. No money 
was forthcoming. Then 
there was the “Officers Lott” 
whatever or wherever that 
was. No revenue was to be 
had from that lot. 

On May 16, 1735, the town 
had a meeting in which the 
selectmen were the modera- 
tor. That did not happen 
very often. 

The meeting chose Daniel 
Perce (Pierce) a 
Representative to the 
General Court. Mr. Pierce, 
who lived on Main Street 
near Butters Row, seems to 
have been the first represen- 
tative from Wilmington. 

That town meeting also 
voted to charge delinquent 
taxpayers and non-resident 
land owners at the rate of 
nine pence per acre, for one 
year. 

This type of action seems 
to have been happening in 
other towns, about the same 
time, possibly as the result 
of some action by the 
General Court, or of some 
lawsuit in the courts. 

There is no way of telling 
whether or not the town 
received any money from 
the tax it tried to impose. 

John Harnden had been 
elected school teacher in 
1734. He may or may not 
have continued. There is no 
record. 

And in the town meeting of 
May 13, 1736, it was voted to 
elect Samuel Dummer as a 
Representative to the 
“General Cort.” In that 
same town meeting, the 
town voted to build a new 
school, near the church. 

Both of these votes ran into 
immediate difficulty. 

Mr. Dummer did not 
become the representative 
because of the expense. A 
“descent” was registered by 
eight voters, who were 
against building a new 
school. Samuell Eams, 
Thomas Rich, Sr, Samuell 
Butter, John Jaqueth, 
(2) and 
Thomas Rich, Jr. were 
against building a new 
school. 

It would seem that there 
was a comfortable majority 
in favor of the new school, 
for it was only a “descent” 
which was registered. 

The Representative ques- 
tion and the new school 
question must have been 
lively topics of conversation 
for the next few days. Nine 
days later, there was anoth- 
er town meeting. John 
Harnden was again modera- 
tor. 

The town reconsidered the 
vote for representative, 
because of its inability to 
pay the costs. 

Then the town voted hat 
“ye school be cept in three 
branches of town” provided 
that there was someone who 
could “provide house to keep 
school” in those branches. 

A third vote appointed 
John Harndin, Daniel Pierce 
(for the first time, spelled 
with an i in his name) and 
Samuell Walker to be the 
town committee to the 
Honorable House of 
Representatives. It was their 
duty to show why the town 
was “in favor of rescinsion 
of our choyce of 
Representative.” 

Wilmington was hurting 
for lack of money.

It’s our money 


Dear Editor, 

On Tuesday, December 6, 
and Saturday, December 10, 
Wilmington residents will 
have the opportunity to vote 
in favor of education by 
securing the construction of 
a new Wilmington High 
School. I cannot imagine a 
property owner making a 
better investment in the 
town. 

Some say that taxes and 
the cost of living are too 
high and that the economy is 
too weak right now to bur- 
den residents with a debt 
exclusion. I’ve heard the 
very same argument against 
every proposed _ capital 
improvement for the last 
decade. So, I ask: when is a 
good time for such a proj- 
ect? When it’s left up to our 
children to pay for it? 

Additionally, the 
Commonwealth’s promised 
level of reimbursement for 
the current proposal is not a 
gift and the funds do not 
come out of thin air. That is 
our,money. State grants 
originate from taxpayers’ 
pockets. Should the town 
vote against the construc- 
tion of a new high school, it 
will have essentially voted to 
allocate much of our hard 
earned money toward a 
school construction project 


in another community. You 
and I have already paid for 
new high schools in 
Tewksbury, Woburn, and 
elsewhere. Let’s finally use 
the money that we have 
already paid into the system 
to benefit Wilmington. 

' There are a few people cur- 
rently advocating for a 
change of location for a new 
high school. Such an argu- 
ment is a distraction and 
nothing more. It is a handy 
method for an attempt to 
derail a well-thought out 
plan that has been detailed 
at multiple public hearings. 
Building a new high school 
at the current Church Street 
location has enjoyed the 
overwhelming support of the 
professional consultants, the 
High School Building 
Committee, and the vast 
majority of residents who 
have attended the public 
hearings.

Dear Editor, 

Wilmington desperately 
needs a new Wilmington 
High School. Perhaps my 


biggest concern is the fact 
that the building, itself, gets 
in the way of students and 
teachers in their efforts to 
use technology in the class- 
room. Some examples, that 
('m sure just begin - to 
scratch the surface, are 
below. 

According to some of the 
district’s paperwork submit- 
ted to the Massachusetts 
School Building Authority: 
“With the technological rev- 
olution that we are experi- 
encing in our world, we are 
also experiencing an educa- 
‘tional revolution in the way 
we instruct our students. 
‘Our classrooms were all 
‘built before computers, LCD 
projectors, and other tech- 
‘nological media devices had 
‘even been invented. The 
‘Wilmington High School 
needs more than two electri- 
‘cal outlets per classroom. In 
order to increase the num- 
ber of electrical outlets per 
‘classroom, we would also 
‘need to add additional cir- 
‘cuits and sub-electrical pan- 
‘els.” 


' According to the ~ high 


‘school accreditation report: » 


“Electrical issues inhibit the 
‘ability to place computers 
‘and other technology learn- 
‘ing and teaching tools in the 
‘classrooms... Wilmington 
High School houses original 
electrical wiring. The build- 
‘ing’s infrastructure and 
‘space limitations adversely 
affect technology implemen- 
‘tation. The additional 
‘mounting of classroom pro- 
jectors, for example, is hin- 
‘dered by the condition of 
ssome of the _ ceilings. 


Students want to utilize 
more technology in their 
classrooms.” 

According to the school 
system’s master plan study: 
“The wiring and technology 
equipment rooms are not 
adequately sized or 
equipped to support the 
technology infrastructure 
and systems required to 
ensure that the High School 
operates in a manner consis- 
tent with peer institutions. 
The HVAC is temperamental 
and the IT staff does not 
have sufficient office and set 
up space. The UPS capacity 
is inadequate.” Additionally, 
the plan highlights the need 
for upgrades in voice 
cabling, data cabling, and 
video cabling, most of which 
is not of the capacity or con- 
figuration consistent with 
current practices and stan- 
dards. 

As was pointed out at sev- 
eral of -the High School 
Building Committee meet- 
ings and public forums, 
asbestos is present in ceil- 
ings and floors throughout 
the building. “Asbestos 
becomes an issue when 
floors or ceilings need to ‘be 
cut or have objects mounted, 
limiting our ability. to have 
proper installation of tech- 
nology and equipment.” 

This information strongly 
points to the need for a new 
Wilmington High School, 
which will provide the infra- 
structure, technology, and 
innovative learning environ- 
ment that our students need. 
Vote Yes for a NEW WHS on 
December 6 and December 
10.

Wilmington High School’s 
accreditation status 
likely be downgraded if the 
high school building project 
fails. Such a “black eye” 
would negatively affect the 
reputations of the school 
system and the town, would 
have a demoralizing effect 
on students, parents, staff 
and alumni and decrease 
residential property values. 
Additionally, such a “stain” 
would put Wilmington’s stu- 
dents at a competitive disad- 
vantage when applying to 
college, would hurt the dis- 
trict’s ability to recruit high- 
ly qualified teachers and 
would lead to an exodus of 
students seeking education 
outside the district (and 
thus decrease the town’s 
share of Chapter 70 state 
aid).

Wilmington to “complete the 
study of facilities needs and 
follow prescribed local and 
Massachusetts Building 
Authority process.” The 
report bluntly states, “The 
school site and plant do not 


will 


support all aspects of the 
educational program and 
the support services for stu- 
dent learning.” The report 
also acknowledges what is 
generally recognized by 
most, “A new high school 
needs to be constructed to 
meet the on-going effort to 
provide a 21st century edu- 
cation.” 

As Superintendent Benton 
stated at last month’s High 
School Building Committee 
Public Forum, “Wilmington 
had NEASC come out last 
year, and we were awarded 
accreditation based on the 
fact that [Wilmington] was 
showing that we were in the 
process of making improve- 
ments to the facility. Just a 
month ago, Principal Tracy 
had to send in all the dates 
and minutes of all the High 
School Building Committee 
meetings and the timeline to 
making adjustments to the 
building.” As made clear in 
the Accreditation Report, 
Wilmington must show sig- 
nificant progress towards 
meeting NEASC’s recom- 
mendations by March 2012 
with the submittal of its two- 
year progress report. é 

Enough with the politics, 
personalities, and personal 
vendettas. .

Lyons said having a repre- 
sentative from vocational 
schools sit on these licensing 
boards will help ensure the 
interests of recent graduates 
are represented. 

Overall, Lyons says this bill 
is about helping 
Massachusetts. 

“There’s a real need in 
Massachusetts for skilled 
labor,” Lyons said.

Unfortunately the commit- 
tee did not meet to discuss 
the maps that were put forth 
today prior to their release, 
and that limited the role of 
the committee members in 
producing them. 


Now, however, aS we con- 
tinue to digest the numbers 
and the details of the maps 
presented today, it is imper- 
ative that legislators and the 
public have sufficient time 
to understand what is being 
proposed and offer comment 
before any more decisions 
are made. Should doing so 
mean returning to formal 
session for a day past the 
scheduled date for the end of 
those sessions, then we 
should do exactly that.

Brother speaks out 
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as seven days a month off 
their sentence. There’s no 
way to find out who they are 
because Massachusetts law 
doesn’t allow it, said WCVB 
reporters. 

There are 93 different 
opportunities aimed at moti- 
vating inmates to behave. 
Classes include cooking, cos- 
metology, auto repair, gar- 
dening, art therapy and 
“writing for the soul.” 

There’s even a four-week 
course on “gender roles and 
relationships in the media,” 
noted the WCVB report. 

Substance abuse and sex 
offender treatment also gets 
inmates a discount off their 
sentence. 


“It should be part of what 
they have to do when they’re 
in prison,” said Maguire, a 
former probation officer. 

Gov. Deval Patrick and 
state Sen. Cynthia Creem 
said in interviews that they 
want to boost that discount 
to 10 days a month. 

“These are bad people. 
They aren’t people who 
should be earning credits. I 
don’t think the governor gets 
it and I don’t think Cynthia 
Creem gets it,” added 
Maguire on television. 

“I think it’s irrational to 
even waste one moment of 
energy trying to up good 
time credits because it 
makes no sense. It’s the 
wrong direction,” said

The 38-yard touchdown 
run was just part of huge 
night for Parsons, who ran 
for two touchdowns, caught 
a touchdown pass and also 
returned a_ kickoff for 
another score.

All along it was known just 
how tough the Middlesex 
League really can _ be.

It’s a game show that pre- 
miered 36 years ago. It fea- 
tures a large wheel that is 
spun to’ earn money and 
prizes if the contestant can 
solve the puzzle. It’s Wheel of 
Fortune, and on Monday, Nov. 
14, Tara Tully, third grade 
teacher at the Ambrose 
School in Winchester, will be 
making an appearance hoping 
to take home the big prize. 

Tully, 26, originally tried 
out for the show five years ago 
when she. was in college. It 


came to Boston. She didn’t 


make it then, but thanks to 
getting on an e-mail list, she 
was given the chance to try 
again. 

About a month ago, Tully 
said the Wheel of Fortune peo- 
ple contacted her and asked 
her if she’d like to try again, 
as the show was holding audi- 
tions again in Boston. After 
submitting a one-minute video 
clip for a new feature called 
“Face of the Fan,” Tully was 
invited to Boston to try out. 
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She said tryouts involved 
taking tests and actually play- 
ing the game (apparently, 
contestants need to have some 
level of intelligence to get on 
the show; though watching it 
enough, one might wonder if 
that’s actually true). In 
Boston, Tully said there were 
four different auditions with 
100 people at each. 

Growing up watching the 
show and even playing it today 
with her students, Tully hoped 
she would get picked. 
Fortunately, that’s exactly 
what happened. (In fact, Tully 


~ said she was the first person 
to get picked through the new 


“Face of the Fan” program). 

She said it helped trying 
out once before, because the 
second time she was less nerv- 
ous, more confident, and as 
she put it, “called smarter let- 
ters.” 

Thanks to an understand- 
ing Ambrose School faculty, 
Tully was able to take two per- 
sonal days and fly out to Los 
Angeles, California to tape the 
show. Funnily enough, the 
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Show to air Monday night at 7:30 
Winchester teacher, Tara Tully, 


show that airs today isn’t the 
same one as the show that 
first premiered. 

Back in 1975, Chuck 
Woolery hosted the show and 
there was no Vanna White 
(Susan Stafford played the 
part of Vanna). Also, the 
wheel was mounted vertically, 
as opposed to how jt looks 


today being horizontal. Over 


the years the show has moved 
from NBC to CBS, from day 
time to night time, and finally 
to syndication where it is now. 
The syndicated version began 
airing in 1983 hosted by Pat 
Sajak and featured Vanna 
White who came on board a 
few years earlier. 

Tully said both White and 
Sajak were “so nice.” She 
continued, “We didn’t get to 
meet Pat (Sajak) before the 
show (but) he was very funny 
between rounds/during 
breaks.” 

She called them both gen- 
uine people “who really made 
the whole day very fun and 
special.” 

Tully brought her mom, 
dad, brother, and grandmoth- 
er to the taping where they sat 
in the audience. In fact, the 
contestants also sit in the 
audience when their episode 
isn’t filming. . Wheel of 
Fortune films six shows each 
day and Tully called it a big 
procedure. 

She said filming went 
quick. Her father, who teach- 
es at McCall, said they filmed 
three episodes in real time, 
took a break, then filmed 
three more. 
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Besides Wheel of Fortune, 
Jeopardy uses the same set 
and crew. Actually, Jeopardy 
films more days out of the 
month than Wheel of Fortune. 
In fact, said Tully, all of the 
Wheel of Fortune contestants 
and Jeopardy contestants stay 
at the same hotel in Culver 
City, California. 

~ She-didn’t mention, howev- 
er, if she got to meet Alex 
Trebek, long-time Jeopardy 
host. But she did say she may 
have seen the owner of the LA 
Lakers while on Rodeo Drive. 

While there, she got the 
royal treatment, as the con- 
testants have a makeup artist, 
and for a teacher who has lit- 
tle time in the morning to get 
ready, Tully said it was 
refreshing to have someone do 
your makeup. Sadly, she had 
to do her own hair. 

Though she can’t say how 
she did (otherwise, she might 
be blacklisted for life), she did 
admit being on the show was a 
lot tougher than yelling at the 
TV from her couch. She also 
admitted to feeling some nerv- 
ousness, but said she had a 
remedy for that. 

While there, she remem- 
bered what her students told 
her before she left. “They told 
me to pretend I was in the 
classroom playing with them,” 
she said. Whether it worked 
or not, viewers will have to 
wait until Monday to find out.

“TOWER HEIST” IS A FUNNY, LAUGHABLE 
FILM staring Eddie Murphy and Ben Stiller as 
employees of the luxury high-rise the Tower who 
seek payback after the billionaire investor on the 


top floor rips them off. It’s a great date night flick.

“Tower Heist" is a come- 
dy that will generate laughs 
with anyone who has lost 
money recently invested in 
a pension fund, life savings 
or retirement package - in 
other words, there’s some- 
thing for everyone in this 
‘very entertaining film. 

The movie focuses on a 
group of employees who 
work at a luxury apartment 
high-rise called "The 
Tower." They seek some 
payback after the billion- 
aire investor who lives in 
the top-floor penthouse is 
arrested for fraud for swin- 
dling millions from 
investors (a la Bernie 
Madoff), including the staff 
of the Tower.

Their plan is to steal $20 
million that the swindler, 
Alan Alda, supposedly has 
hidden in his penthouse. 

The plan involves a 
rooftop swimming pool, a 
car supposedly once owned 
by acting legend Steve 
McQueen and the 
Thanksgiving Day parade.

Instead of nonstop zani- 
ness and zippy one-liners, 
director Chris Miller 
("Shrek the Third") slows 
the tempo down and concen- 
trates on telling a tale that 
both kids and adults will 
enjoy, and hums along with 
wit and first-rate animation, 
all the while offering a 
moral lesson.

If you liked the first two 
"Paranormal Activity" 
movies, good news - 
‘Paranaormal Activity 3” is 
more of the same, using 


found-footage tricks to 
shock the audience. And 
shock you, they will. 


The third movie in the 
franchise may seem a bit 
unnecessary at times (if you 
haven’t seen the first two, 
this won’t be an issue, and 
you don’t need to have seen 
the previous installments to 
enjoy this one), but it's got 
enough genuinely scary 
moments to keep audiences 
on edge throughout (espe- 
cially as you get toward the 
end). 

The film includes brief 
cameos by Katie 
Featherston and Sprague 
Grayden, reprising their 
roles as Katie and Kristi, 
telling the audience embers 
who have seen the first two 
films that this is a prequel 
to a prequel. A pregnant 
Kristi has moved into a new 
home; Katie drops off a cou- 
ple of boxes of belongings 
that include a lot of video- 
tapes from their childhood 
that neither remembers 
watching. After what 
appears to be a break-in the 
tapes go missing. 

The story then goes back 
to 1988, when the tapes 
where made. Katie and

Nicholas Smith). Dennis is 
a videographer, so when 
things start going bump in 
the night (and day) around 
the house, he has the cam- 
eras and VCR tapes to try to 
figure out what's going on. 

Like its predecessors, the 
movie is more clever than 
good, and if you feel as if 
you're being manipulated 
by the filmmakers, it's 
because you are. That's the 
fun of these movies, some- 
thing you know going in. 
The bottom line, for me, is 
this: I don't scare easily at 
horror films (that's one of 
the reasons I tend to pan 
them), but I watched 
Paranormal Activity 3 in a 
state of high anxiety. 
Schulman and Joost have 
fun with the archetypal 
image of a white-sheeted 
costume ghost, but mostly 
what they're aces at is tim- 
ing.

Committee says Yes to fees 


TEWKSBURY - Represent- 
atives from the Tewksbury 
Boys’ Basketball League 
appeared at the school com- 
mittee meeting last 
Wednesday to air grievances 
on the soon-to-be enacted 
facilities fee. Each player 
would be required to pay, 
through the league, an annual 
fee of $15.00 before the league 
would be granted permission 
to use school gyms. The 
School Committee said the fee 
was proposed to aid in upkeep 
costs, as well as pay for utili- 
ty fees, which have increased. 
It also would make the school 
committee policy in synch 
with the rest of Tewksbury’s 
policies. 

Ken Miano, the organiza- 
tion’s director, addressed the 
School Committee, urging 
members to reconsider a vote 
on the fee.

He said he appreciated the 
hard work that went into the 
development in the policy, as 
well as understanding the

other areas of the policy 
included additions of CORI 
checks. 

But he would not accept 
the fee. He asked the commit- 
tee to pass the rest of the pol- 
icy while tabling the fee. He 
said Tewksbury Boys’ 
Basketball would be a willing 
partner with the school com- 
mittee. He hoped that both 
organizations could arrive at 
a consensus. 

“We’re here, we want to be 
a partner, and we don’t think 
the fee is the right thing to 
do,” he said. 

Later, committee members 
reiterated the need for the 
policy, stating that it had to be 
updated. 

“What we came to con- 
clude was that our existing 
policy was very vague and 
outdated,” committee mem- 
ber Dennis Francis said.

“It’s a pretty concise, 
strong policy that had a lot of 
input from the community,” 
said committee member 
Brian Dick, who participated

and living room through a 
transom and clerestory win- 
dows. This room has a surpris- 
ingly spacious feel. The ceil- 
ing line rises up from the 
front, peaks, then slopes down 
at the rear. Even the lowest 
parts of the ceiling are sever- 
al feet higher than average.
